This service should be continuous, Th« second 
condition is regarding the suitability of the candidate loi 
continued appointment in the post concerned A candi- 
date’s suitability has to bo decided from three different 
angles. He should possess the requisite qualifications ioi 
the post, he should have both willingness and capacity to 
devote himsolf to the duties of his post; and perform them 
efficiently. In addition his character should be bueh as 
to make him fit for public service A candidate who 
fulfils the two conditions can be declared as quasi- 
permanent. The issue of declarations should await the 
instructions referred to in this Rule which will he issued 
separately.

permanent Government servant. For example, it the 
services are to be terminated on grounds of indiscipline 
or inefficiency, it will be necessary to institute formal 
proceedings against him. H a has also got n superior right 
of retention in service over that of purely temporal \ 
employees, in the grade in which he is quabi-permanent 

Rule 7. — -This rule deals with the prospect ot permanency 
of a quasi-permanent employee in the grade in which he 
is quasi-permanent qnd provides for pernnmeni absorption 
into Government service ol suitable candidates. 

Rule 8. —This rule deals with the benefits acciumg 
from the quasi-permunent service in the inniter of pav and 
allowances, leave and d sciplinary matters It should bj 
noted that the benefits accruing to a quasi-pormauent 
employee in a post in which lie is declaied quasi-permanent 
are more or less similni to those acciuing fo 
him had lie held such a permanent post in a substantive 
capacity Hence for the purpose ot leave salary the r av 
in the quasi-permanent post will be treated as substantive 
pay Similarly his increments in that post wul not he 
postponed by leave with allowances This mle however, 
does not confer an> retrospective benefit and the calcula- 
tion of leave and leave salary as if he were m permanent 
service should be made onh from the date from "which he 
is declared as quasi-permanent 

Rule 9 — This rule deals with terminal benefits in 
respect of quasi-permanent seiviee It piovides for a 
gratuity which is to be uiokoiied only on completed years 
of quasi-permanent service The gratuity is not pawihle 
in the evont of resignation m lemowil mi discmlitiun, 
grounds. It is to be calculated with yeterence to the p;n 
in specified post and not with inference to Ihp nav in ui\

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Rule 10 — This rule confers certain additional benefits m ■ 
the matter of counting service for pension. When a quasi- 
pemianeut Government servant is appointed substantively 
to a permanent post as envisaged in Itule 7, not only the 
eniuo quusi-poi rnanont servico counts as qualified service 
but half the continuous temporary service rendered after 
2nd September 1989 also counts for this purpose. It 
should, however, be noted that periods of extraordinary 
leave should be excluded while reckoning the additional 
period
